The 
rock  has  already  b»en   shown,    where  the 
church  or  Christ's  kingdom  is  built.  Daniel 
also  shovvs  that  in  ihe  time  of  this  kingdom, 
$ome  of  the  saints  should   fall.    7  :  21.  1 
beheld  and  the  same  horn    made   war  with 
ihe  saints  and  prevailed  against  ihem  until  ih^e 
nncient  of  days  came,     nnd   judjjmfnt  was 
iriven  to  the  saints  ©f  the  Most    High  ;  and 
the  time  came  thai  the  §ainls   possessed  the 
iingdom.

"And  the  woraatv  fled 
into  the  wilderness,  where  she  hath  a  place 
prepared  oi  God,  thai  they  should  feed  her 
there  a  thousand  two  hundred  and 'three 
score  days  which  was  Ihe  time  of  the 
kingdom.  16  v.  And  the  earth  helped 
ihe  woman,  and  the  earth  opened  her 
mouth,  and  swallowed  up  the  flood  which 
the  dragon  cas:  out  of  h's  moulh.  Daniel 
also  speaks  of  help.  Help,  1  suppose  to  be 
of  another ;  and  see  ho  w  the  Church  of 
Christ  has  had  help  ia  the  time  of  Constanl- 


Ime,  and  by  Martin  Luther,  John  Calvia 
and  the  American  independence. 

Now,  when  shall  we  commence  counting 
the  lime  of  ihis  kingdom,  from  the  destruction 
of  Jerusalem  ?  I  think  not,  for  that  was  in 
the  lime  of  ihe  third  kingdom,  and  the  fourlh 
kingdom  was  to  tread  it  underfoot  forty 
and  two  months,  which  was  John's  first 
beast,  and  Daniel's  fourth,  also  the  iron  and 
clay  kingdom.  Now  Diiniel  tells  us  of  ihii 
in  the  same  verse,  1 2  :  11.  And  from  the 
lime  that  the  dpily  sacrifice  shall  be  taken 
away  (which  I  understand  to  be  at  the  de- 
struction of  Jerusalem.)  and  the  abomination 
that  maketh  dessolaiion  set  up,  [which  I  be* 
lieve  was  the  silting  up  of  the  fourth  king- 
dom ,  for  t  he  third  kingdom  that  made  Jer  u* 
salem  dessolaie  had  be§n  set  up  long  before.) 
There  shall  be  1290  days,  [now  here  is 
thirty  days  or  one  month  over  the  1260  ] 
Id  this  the  same  lime?  i  think  not;  for 
John  says  after  the  beasts  and  false  prophets 
were  taken  away,^  the  remnant  was  slain. 
Rev.  19;  21.  "And  the  remnant  vvereslaia 
wiih  the  sword  of  him  that  sat  upon  the 
horse,' which  sword  proceeded  out  of  hit 
mouih'r  and  all  the  fowls  were  filled  with 
their  fiesh."  Who  were  ihe  followers  of 
ihe  beaii  *  My  opinion  is,  <hal  the  twelve 
hunfredand  sixty  is  to  the  lime  of  the  taking 
away  the  beast  and  fajse  prophet,  and  during 
the  thirty  years  after  the  remnant— or  fol 
lowers  oi  the  beast  with  the  sword  of  ib« 
t«6rd, 

Now  ti^e  followers  were  n5t  only  th« 
tollowers  of  the  fir*  beasU  l^ui  vrore  m  con. 
neetion  with  the  ^ond  beast  that  John 
saw.  Se»  13ih  ch.  1  hh  v.  And  i  beheld 
another  beast  eoming  up  out  of  the  earth, 
and  he  had  two  horns  like  a  Iamb,  and  he 
spake  as  a  dragon.  Xow  J©hn  don't  say 
he  saw  him  come  up,  but  coming  up,  I 
believe  he  has  been  coming  up  137  years* 
and  has  not  ^ot  the  whole  ot  bis  nufaber 
yet;  but  is  increasing  fast.  See  his  ninn. 
ber.  !8th  v.  Here  is  wisdom,  let  him 
that  hath  understanding  count -  the  number 
ot  the  beast,  for  it  is  tKe  number  of  a  man, 
and  h'm  aunnft)er  is»B!x;^undred  threeacor*

V.  And  deceive  them  that  d'well  on  ti^e 
earth  by  the  means  of  those  miracles  which 
h«  had  power  to  do  in  the  sight  of  the 
beast,  saying  to  them  that  dwell  on  ike 
earth,  that  they  should  make  an  image  to 
the  beast,  which  had  the  wound  by  a 
•word,  and  did  lire.  I  claim  this  image 
to  be  the  connecting  link.  Sec  I6lh  v — 
And  he  had  power  to  givp  life  unle  the 
image  of  the  beast,  that  the  image  of  the 
beast  should  both  speak  and  cause  that  as 
nmny  as  would  not  worshifi  the  image  of 
the  beast  should  be  killed* 

Now,  reader,  see  yourself  between  two 
iires  !  or  in  danger  of  a  temporal  death! 
or  to  be  burnt  in  the  wrath  of  God  1  See 
14th  chap.  0th  v.  And  the  third  angef  fol- 
lowed  them,  saying  with  a  loud  voice.  If 
any  man  worship  the  beast  and  his  image, 
and  receive  his  mark  in  his  forehead,  or 
in  his  hand,  (10  V.)  The  same  shall  drink 
of  the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  God,  which  is 
poured  out  without  mixture  in  the  cup  of 
bis  indignation  ;  and  he  shall  be  torment. 
6d  with  fire  and  brimstone  in  the  presence 
of  the  holy  angels,  and  in  tbe  preset>ce  of 
the  Lamb,  ll  v.  And  the  smoke  of  their 
torment  ascendeth  up  forever  and  ever,  and 
(hey  have  n»  rest  day  nor  night,  who  wor- 
ship  the  beast  and  hit  image,  and  whoso. 

ever  receiveth  the  mark  of  his  name  

(This  time  has  not  passed,  fof  h  is  in  the 
lime  of  John's  second  beast.) 

Now,  reader,  what  is  the  cause  of  this 
severe  punishment  wherewith  God  will 
punish  the  disobedient  and  guilty?  Are 
you  not  afraid  of  it  ?  If  so,  worship  God, 
and  know  no  other  but  Jesus  Christ  and 
him  crucified.  He  is  the  only  Saviour, 
and  his  is  the  only  religion  that  is  worth 
having  ;  and  they  that  have  it  were  born 
to  it.  This  is  the  only  religion  you  can  be 
born  to,  and  him  lhat  has  not  been  born 
fkgain  has  not  the  Christian  religion,  from

what  I  understand  from  the  Hiblc.  Novf 
what  must  become  of  all  othep  religions  ? 
Why  !  are  there  two,  or  three,  of  four,  or 
more  ?  If  so,  where  did  they  get  them  T 
Did  not  all  other  reli<rions  come  fron  him' 
that  goetb  about  as  a  roaring  lion  seeking 
whom  he  may  devour  ?  Him  veho  gAve 
the  beast  his  power,  and  his  $rat  and  great 
authority,  and  whose  tail  drew  the  third 
part  of  the  stars  of  heaven  and  did  casf 
them  to  the  earth,  and  as  long  as^lhere  a.a 
two  religions  in  the  world  so  long  there 
will  be  ovte  that  is  not  the  Chri'stfiin  relig. 
ion.  This  I  can  plainly  show  from  the 
Bible,  and  if  not  the  greatest  sin*  on  earth, 
the  word  of  the  Lord  has  gone  forth  against 
it,  and  will  it  not  accomplish  whereunto  it 
is  sent  ?  See  the  scriptures  already  refer-- 
red  to,  as  well  as  many  others,  an'i?  t-heii" 
think  how  the  same  associations  or  chur. 
ches,  or  individual  members,  can  hold  so 
many  religions!  See,  in  addition  to  \h& 
scriptures  already  mentioned,  the  32d  chap, 
of  Exodus  ;  Deut.  13lh  chap.  ;  Judges  3d 
chap.;  1st  Kings  ilthchap.,  also  ISihcrh.', 
pand  nwtny  other  passages,  and  in  every 
place  where  they  h«d  two,  or  more  than 
one,  see  if  they  were  not  idolaters.  Maa 
^may  be  an  idolater  with  only  one  relrg.V/tr, 
but  with  two  can  be  miss  it.  Idolatry 
had  to  have  a  law  in  the  time  of 
Daniel's  fourth  kingdom,  for  he  worshi}>ped 
.the  God  of  forces,  and  this  is  that  kingdorrj 
or  beast,  and  will  he  not  try  for  a  law  ?. 
Yes,  no  doubt.

I  promised  to  show  that  this  is  the  fourtb

I  have  already  shown  from  Daniel  thait 
the  fourth  kingdom  was  to  be  the  worst,  j  v;ras  ten  kings  ;  and 
and  he  would  exalt  himself  against  the 
Most  High  and  cast  down  matty  of  the 
saints.  And  has  he  not  done  it?  Yes, 
verily,  history  abundantly  declares  it. 

LetTne  give  a  few  words  from  Buck. 
It  was  about  the  year  606  ihat  Pope  Boni. 
face  the  8d  by  flattering  Phocus,  the  Em- 
peror of  Constantinople,  one  of  the  wor?t 
of  tyrants,  procured  for  him>elf  the  title  of 
Universal  Bishop*  The  Bishop  of  Rome 
and  Constantinople  had  long  Been  strug. 
gling  for  this  honor,  but  at  last  it  was  deci-

Now  see  how  plain  tdis  agrees  with  the 
description  of  Daniel  and  John.  They 
both  tell  vw  ih9  beast  had  ten  horns,  which

Also  it  ia 
described  by  42  months  and  1260  days. 
Now  ftdd  606  and  it  will  be  1866,  which 
/  believe  vrill  be  the  time  when  this  beast 
or  kingrdom  will  go  down,  or  the  theme 
that  will  end  the  bensl  and  false  prophet. 
Now  is  there  any  thing  more  wtating^  to 
show  -that  this  is  the  kingdom  described  by 
Daniel  and  John  ?  If  so,  and  bad  things 
will  answer,  we  have  a  plenty  on  record 
given  in  the  difierei-t  a£ne3  of  this  kingdotw.

It  is  necessary  also  to  observe  that  this 
epoch  agrees^  best  with  the  time  when,  ac 
cording  to  prophesy,  he  was  to  be  revealed 
— the  rise  of  anti-christ  was  to  l)e  preceded 
by  the  dissolution  of  the  Roman  Empire. 
The  eitablishnient  of  a  different  form  of 


said  to  flow  like  rivers  of  water.  The  countries 
of  Poland,  Iiithuamea  and  Hungary  were  in 
a  similiar  manner,  deluged  with  blood.  '  In 
Flolland  it  is  said,  By  some  fifty  thousand 
others,  one  hundred  thousand  suffered  by 
the  hand  of  the  executioner.  In  France  it 
w  said,  About  a  hundred  thousand  men,  wo- 
men and  children,  were  massacreed — and, to 
express  the  joy,  the  Pope  gave  thanks  for  so 
;  grctl  a  blessing  conferred  on  the  sea  of  Rora^j 
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and,  to  express  ihftir  joy,   ihe^  cannon  was 
fired  and  the  whole  city   illuminated  with 
bon  fires,  and  no  one  sign  ot  rpjoicing  oniit. 
led.    In  the  lime  of  Lewis  Uih  it  is  descri- 
bed to  be  worse,  and  Buck  says,  it  cannot  be 
pleasant  to  any  man's  feelings  who   has  the 
least  humanity  to  recite  thise  dreadful  scenes 
of  borrow,  cruelly  and  devastation.  There  is 
too  much  of  it  |to  put  in  this  place   and  too 
bad.    It  IS  like  the  iron  legs  of  the  fourth 
kingdom,  and  if  any  one  will  read    it  they 
will  say  so  ;  and  the  iron  is  not  all  out  of  it 
yet.    It  will  struggle  some  in  its  death,  and 
the  second  beast  described  in  the  latter  part 
of  the  13  ch.  Revelation,  which  is  connected 
to  the  first  beast,  has  much  to  do  ;  and  he  is 
up,  but  not  quiie  all  up  ;  but  he  is  very  nu- 
merous and  the  dragon's  tale,  is  adding^greai 
numbers.    1  believe  he;has  got  his  shaie  of 
eiores  of  North  Carolina. 

A  word  or  two  more  from  Buck  and  then 
I  proceed  on,  He  says,  Englaud,  Ireland, 
Scotland,  and  Spain  all  took  part  in  the  beast 
by  acts  of  cruelty  to  gratify  the  beast,  and 
it  is  said,  the  Pope  and  his  clergy^asied 
their  eyes  in  the  scene  tf  blood  of  the  saints 
and  the  cruelly  that  they  inflicied  on  them-' 
2^ow  reader,  1  think  here  was  the  two 
iron  leg«)  ^°P®'  (Daniel's  letter,  7  :  8.,) 
and  the  cruel  Emperor  whocould  »fee  all  this 
and  never  say,  stop,  you  can't  punish  my 
people  1  So  ihis  con'mtuccd  with  the 
first  Pope  or  universal  Bishop  ;  we  will  say 
at  the  knee,  and  continued  until  the  lime  of 
reformation  by  Luihur  and  Calvin.  The 
article  here  is  a  joint  one— Luihur  was 
born  in  the  year  1483  ;  Calvin  1509.  Now 
the  Almanac  describes  a  line  as  passing 
from  the  head  down  to  the  feet  and  toes,  and 
if  this  sign  commenced  with  Nebuchadnez- 
zar, the  golden  head,  it  has  past,  as  descii- 
bcd  by  the  word  of  the  Lord  down  to  the 
feet.  I  conclude  it  was  in  the  iron  legs  for 
about  900  yearsi  and  in  the  feet  and  toes 
since,  which  has  been  about  348  years.  So 
there  remain«  12  years  to  come,  5)ee,  in  606 
it  corttmenced,  with  the  first  Pope  900  years, 
to  the  reformation  348,  t«  the  present  time 
twelve  years  to  1866.

Now,  reader,  were  we  to  go  to  Rome,  Lon- 
don, Bibylon  or  any  whorelse,  to  se» 
jf  this  is  toe  timp,  look  at  the  Bip'ists — the 
church  that  can  be  traced  back  to  the  days  of 
the  Apostles-^and  see  how  ills  divided. 
Now  thft  laws  of  Ainerica  did  not  do  thi«, 
but  the  Dragon's  tail  dre^v  a  third  pirt  of 
the  star?,  and  you  might  as  well  s^y,  •'!] old 
on,  Colemon  !"  as  say, ''Turn  loose,  brother  ! 
here  is  danger  !"  for  they  won't  believe  you 
nor  the  Bible  neither. 

But  what  are  ihoy  doing  over  the  water  ? 
havs  not  France  and  England  got  Bibles  I 
Yes;  and  have  they  not  tried  to  keep  out  of 
this  hot  water  ?  Yes  ;  but  the  Baptist  blood 
and  ashes  are  renjember«?d.  See  Rev.  6:  9. 
And  when  he  had  opened  the  fifth  *eal, 
7  saw  under  the  altar  the  souls  of  them 
that  were  slain  for  the  Word  of  God,  and 
for  the  testimony  which  they  held.  (10) 
And'they  cried  with  a  loud  voic»,  saying, 
How  long,  O  Lord,  holy  and  true,  dost 
thou  not  judge  and  avenge  our  blood  on 
them  that  dwell  on  the  earth?  (l!th 
v.)  And  while  robes  were  given  unto  eve- 
ry  one  of  them  ;  and  it  was  said  unto  them 
that  they  should  rest  yet  for  a  little  season, 
until  their  felluw-servants  also  their  breth- 
ren, that  should  be  killed  as  thpy  were, 
should  be  fulfilled. 

Has  not  christian  blood  flown  in  abun- 
dance since  John  wrote  these  verses  ?  and 
may  not  that  time  appear  at  last  when  that 
great  work  may  have  commenced  ?  Now 
if  their  blood  should  be  as  dear  to  this 
generation  as  the  righteous  blood  sherf 
from  Abel  to  Zechariah  was  to  the  Jews, 
agreeable  to  the  number,  may  not  hearts 
begin  to  ache — eyes  to  overfli>w  ?  But 
will  the  Lord  ?pare  ?  See  Rev.  16th  ch. 
5lh  r.  And  I  heard  the  ang«l  of  the  wa- 
ters say.  Thou  art  righteous,  O  Lord, 
which  art,  and  wast,  and  shall  be,  because 
theu  hast  judged  thus,  iflih  v.  For  they 
have  shed  the. blood  of  saints  and  prophetn, 
and  thou  hast  given  them  blood  to  drink  ; 
for  thay  are  worthy.  19ih  ch.  17th  v. 
And  J  saw  an  augel  standing  in  iho  sun, 
and  he  cried  with  a  loud  voice,    saying  to 
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all  the  (owls  ihat  fly  in  ihe  midsl  ofheaven, 
Come  and  galher  yourselves  togotlier  unto 
thrt  siiftper  of  the  Great  God;  (Ifilliv.)

If  the  words  of  Paul  are  entitled  to 
great  weight,  certainly  the  words  of 
Paul's  Lord  are,  and  our  admiration 
involuntarily  heightens,  wten  listen- 
ing to  the  immediate  declarations  of 
him  who  spake  as  nevfer  man  spake. 

Our  blessed  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ,  is  the  brightness  of  the  Fatkers' 
glory  and  the  express  image  of  His 
person  ;  He  is  before  all  worlds.  He 
upholds  all  things  by  the  word  of  his 
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power.  By  him  the  worlds  were  made. 
He  is  the  eternal  Logos  or  Word  »f 
(jiod.  lie  was  in  the  beginning  with 
God,  and  he  was  God.  The  same  was 
made  flesh  and  d^velt  among  U8,  and  we 
beheld  his  glory,  (say  the  Evangelist) 
the  glory  as  of  the  only  begotten  of  the 
Father  full  of  grace  and  truth. 

He  came  in  the  fulness  of  the  time  to 
put  away  sin  by  the  sacrifice  of  himself 
— to  abolish  death  and  bri;jg  life  and 
immortality  to  light  through  His  glori- 
ous gospel.  He  came  as  the  Great 
Teacher  sent  foom  God,  to  expound  to 
his  people  those  sublime  mysteries  of 
grace,  which  had  been  hidden  for  ages 
and  from  the  foundation  of  the  world.
